The 
centre of the religion of the people was an idol, 
which was held in great reverence. 

The idol was placed im the midst of a dense 
jungle, and it had for a wife one of the sisters 
of the reigning sovereign. Under the principal 
Chief were smaller Obiefs who had collected 
and paid over to the sovereign atribute. He 
had seen this tribute come in, and some of it 
must have come from distant parts of the 
country. There was a numerous class of 
wizards in the country, whe did a large trade 
in idols and charms. Many of the wizards were 
ventriloquists, and in this way the idols were 
made to give answers to the questions put to 
them. Caste was very clearly defined in the 
race. No one dare to sit down in the pres- 
ence of the Chief without permission, which 
was very seldom granted. In one case where, 
in the traveler’s presence, a native had neg- 
lected etiquet, severe punishment was about 
to be inflicted, but the traveler saved the 
offender.

THE STOCK-YARDS STRIEE, 

The particular phase of Trade-Unionism 
asserted in the pending strike arnong the em- 
ployes of the Ohicago packing-houses is 
utterly indefensible. Some 8,000 men have 
shut themselves out of employment at good 
wages in the very middle of the winter in 
order to establish an arrogant elaim to dic 
tate to the packers whom they may employ 
and whom they may not employ. The 
majority of these workmen have subjected 
themselves to the dictatorial leadership of 
certain men in an organization known as the 
Butchers’ Union, ostensibly formed for 
benevolent purposes, but really designed, as 
the present strike shows, to establish a 
monopoly over the work of packing, and to 
exclu de all laborers who refuse to associate 
themselves with the Union and submit to the 
dictation of its leading spirits. It is a prac- 
tical de nial of the inslienable right of every 
man to earn a living and support his family 
by honest labor, when such right is conceded 
only under conditions of an arbitrary char- 
acter, to which the excluded leborers will not 
voluntarily submit, It is also a practical 
assertion of the claim that em- 
ployes have the right to regulate and control 
the property apd business of those who fur- 
nish them with work. Neither of these two 
essential features of Trade-Unionism ean be 
admitted without endangering individual 
liberty and the rights of property. 

A short time since, the packing-house em- 
ployes struck for higher wages. Their de- 
mand at that time may bave had 6 proper 
warrant. There are cireumstances under 
which a strike among laborers seems to be 
the only road for escaping oppression, end 
whenever it is made evident to the public 
that the object sought through a strike is 
just and fais’ public sympathy naturally 
goes out to the strikers, and, as a rule, an 
equitable readjustment of wages and condi- 
tions speedily follows. We are not prepared 
to say whether or not the packers were pay- 
ing their leborers too little before their frat 
strike; but their demands were aceeded to

by the employes: That was an end of the 
if there was a grievances. Itis 
asserted that the butchers in the Ohicago 
packing-houses receive about 90 per cent 
more than is paid to the same class of labor 
elsewhere, and that in many cases the men 
have been paid more than they could have 
exaoted from their employers at the 
rates. It seems to be settled, therefore that 
the question of pay cuts no figure 
in the present lock-out, 

The offense which the packers have 
to the Union, as seems to be admitted on all 
sides, is the employment of non- Union men; 
hence the refusal of the Union men to work, 
and the effort, by implication, to prevent 
the non-Union men from working, This 
position isin the nature of that monopoly 
which the working classes have been de- 
nouneing so vigorously these many years, 
It is also in the nature of a conspiracy to rob 
8 portion of the hard-working community of 
their means for subsistence, and to render 
the investment and property of others idle 
and unprofitable. What code of morals is 
there which will justify any such position? 
By what right, human or divine, does 6 
clique or caste of workingmen organize in a 
secret society to prevent other workingmen 
from earning their bread and butter? What 
justice or warrant is there for a set of men 
who are paid all they aak to deny the right of 
their employers to engage other men at the 
same terms, gauged according to the amount 
and expertness of their labor ? Yet these are 
precisely the things which the Union 
butehers are undertaking to do, and to ac- 
eomplish which they are sacrificiog thousands 
of dollars a day on their own account, and 
additional thousands for their employers 
which would otherwise go toward increasing 
the wage-fand. 

The packers would exhibit a degree of 
folly equal to that of their misguided em- 
ployes if they were to yield to the unreason- 
able dictation of the Union. I it bee fact 
that MoOonnzz,, the President of the Unien 
and the ruling spirit of the strike, has 
actually gone into packing-houses where 8

FWROUDE'S SECOND PAPER ON ROMANISM 
AND THE IRISH 


1 

We print this morning from the Worth 
American Review the second article by the 
historian Froupm on Romanism and the 
Irish Race in the United States. The 
present number is devoted to a rapid sketch 
of the higtory of Ireland since the British 
conquest, It embodies a severe criticism of 
the Roman (Catholic Church in ita civil and 
political policy generally. Thoagh in this 
article Mr. Froupm does not abate in the 
least his antagonism toward that Church, 
everywhere the article itself proceeds on the 
basis that Romaniem is an evil which the 
Reformation was intended to destroy; that 


it was the true policy and interest of England 


to have destroyed it in Ireland, as she had 
destroyed it in England and in Scotland, by 
the forcible conversion of the people to 
Calvinism; that Enogland’s blunder was 
the establishment of the Anglican Epis. 
copal Church and the attempt to force that 
Church upon the Irish people; that Crom- 
Ws was the only English Government 
that understood how to deal with the Irish, 
and, had his policy been continued persiat- 
ently, Popery would have been thoroughly 
extirpated in Ireland. He attributes all the 
centuries of English and Irish hatred to the 
failure of the English Government in rigor- 
ously extinguishing Romanism in Ireland, 
which failure was dne, not te any want of 
rigor in the penal enagtments, but to the at- 
tempt to make thé péople Episcopalians in- 
stead of making them P resbyterians. 

Had England, after having got the Catho- 
lies down at home, says Fans, left her 
penal laws in force, and executed them, 
there would bave been no Catholic revival in 
England, no Peers would have gone over to 
Rome, and there would have been few other 
conversions, Instead of legally prohibiting 
Romanism, English policy has been that of 
making concessions, and each concession has 
only ended in a demand far more. 

Before the conquest of Ireland the Irish 
Church was independent of Rome; but 
Hunt IL. forced Ireland into the Buropean 
system. The Irish had their own Kings and 
Chiefs; the English conquerors forced the 
normal feudal system and displaced the Irish 
tribal system. These feudal Lords had no 
army to support them, and, having to rely 
upon the loyalty of their Irigh retainers, they 
yielded to Irish prejudices} adopted Irish 


effect of introducing the Norman Frrzcxz- 
As and Firzvrsps, and other Barons, was 
to bind Ireland more strongly to Rome. The 
old historical cathedrals and abbeys of Ire- 
land were the work of the Anglo-Normans. 

When, under Heway VIII., England cut 
loose from Rome, Ireland was required to do 
the same. Mr. Froups esys: 

„ The Irish peasantry might possibly have be- 
come Calvinists; Calvinism suited the Celtic nat- 
tre. It was born in France; it was bred im 
Switseriand; it was adopted by Scotland; the 
Highlanders accepted it at last; and the Welsh. if 
they are not Caivinists, are Protestants of an - 
tremely emotional type. The QOeltic mature re- 
quires something which is jntense, real, and vas- 
sionate. If any fase of the reformed faith could 
have taken root in Ireland, it would have been of 
the kind which suited Wales or Seotiand. But 
Calvinism would net do for Englapd. Eugland re- 

uired something which was neither Catholic nor 
testant, but a hybrid which was both and 
neither; and what she chose for herself she insisted 
that Ireland should share with ber. The Irish re- 
belled again and again; whole pr evinces were de- 
populated; the churches fell to ruins; the misera- 
ble people perished in hundreds of thousands. To

The sail out of which 
they supported themselves was not theirs. The 
Saxon could turn them adrift apon the world at 
any moment that pleased him. 

Mr. Froupz candidly gives away his whole 
case against the Irish, and against himself as 
a fair and just exponent of political morality, 
when he declares that Freedom to Ireland 
means the land to themselves and a Govern- 
ment of their own choosing, Freedom in 
that sense. cannot and wil. wor 
allow Ireland.” Hence he claims that every 
concession to the Irish short of a restoration 
of the land only widens the breach, 

Mr. Fsovupz in his whole article overlooks 
the great educational change that has taken 
place in Ireland. The island is now covered 
with schools, national and other. The 
means of acquiring an education are now 
within the reach of every boy and girl in 
Ireland. However poor the: peasantry may 
be, the children are all sent to school, and 
the present generation is far superior in this 
respect to any that hag preceded it, The 
ignorant man may have as deep a sense of 
the wrong and oppression to which he is 
subjected as has the educated man, but he 
lacks the capacity to trace the wrong to its 
cause, and to discover the direct and efficient 
remedy. With education comes calm delib- 
eration and careful reasoning; it deepens 
convictions and formulates action, It points 
out the wrong and dictates the remedy. 
Tt depends leas on force, and gives 
confidence in seppeala to reason, It 
looks beyond the narrow limits in 
which it ig confined, and appeals to the 
sense of justice and humanity of mankind ; 
from the inefficient pike, it looks to the 
public opinion of the world as a far more 
formidable weapon of redress and deliver- 
ance. The five millions of oppressed Irish 
people, as now educated, are far more for- 
midable, as part of the human family, and 
their appeals for justice will evokes more 
universal response than they would if the 
Irish were ten millions and were still a 
rade, untutored, ignorant people, reduced to 
semi-barbarism by centuries of cruelty and 
degradation. 

It is in this improvement in their educa- 
tional condition that Mr. Faoupz may—bat 
he does not—find an explanation of the fact 
that the English army and navy, ones filled 
mainly with Irish recruits, can now find but 
few Irish who are tempted to enlist by the 
Sergeant 's shilling,” These men, who once 
filled the British army and navy, he declares, 
now find homes in the United States, 
and in the English and Seoteh cities. 
‘They are numerous enough to con- 
trol forty English Parliamentary districts. 
He ignores the fact, however, that the 
way to keep the Irish at home is to lat the 
Irish have the land in Ireland to live upon. 
He admits that the one grievance which un- 
derlies all others, and whieh is as strongly 
felt by the Presbyterians as by the Oatho- 
lica, 1s their exclusion from the land.

The image and super- 
scription of the codfish was a more ancient 
and significant emblem. A collector in Sa- 
lem has original specimens of fourteen dif- 
ferent denominations of Massecusetia ur- 
rency issued in the year 1776, which are thus 
inscribed, : 

Many a pair of youthful eyes has gazed 
with inquisitive interest at the painted 
ichthyological specimen which dangles from 
the ceiling in the Hall of Representatives at 
the State-Housein Boston, wondering how 
it got there and what it means.

street, to replace one which formerly hung 
in the old Town-House, erected on thatspot in 
1657, and which was destroyed by fire in 1747.

ite offices established, which they were now fin- 
ishing, haymg leased whole basement of the 
Merchants’ Building, 
streets, and that they proposed to equal their 
New York office in completeness of detail. The 
Baltimore & Obio Company was also largely ex- 
tending its system of lines, having now under 
construction a line from Parkersbure, W. Va., 
to Cincinvati, along the line of the Marietta & 
Cincinnati Railway; also from Cincinnati to St. 
Louis, along the Jine of the Ohio & Mississippi; 
and additional wires on its main stem, and on 
the Lake Erie and Chicago Divisions of its road. 
They were also putting up a first-class 

line in Washington from ite depot to 
the general offices, corner of Pennsylvania 
avenue and Fourteenth street. formerly occu- 

ied by the Western Union Telegraph Company. 
This system willf orm its connection with the 
American Union Telegraph system in Balt'- 
more, Wasbington. Pittsburg, Columbus, Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, Louisville, and St. Louis. 
The American Union ore bas already com- 
pleted about 15,000 miles of line, covering the 
territory from Portland, Me., to Omaba, 
expects to have in operation by the Ist of June 
next about 10,000 miles more. Their lines are 
completed to the terminus of the new french 
cable landed at North Eastham, Cape Cod, and 
througb the Dominion Telegraph Line they will 
have direct connection with the Direct Cable 
Company, which gives them two European cable 
connections. 

A DRAYMAN’S WILL. 

A bill was filed yesterdavin the Superior 
Court by Catherine Ryan against the Catholic 
Bishov of Chicago, John McMullen, Martin W. 
Clifford, dane O’heefe, and Anna T. U’ Keefe 
to set aside the will of the late William Corri- 
gan. Complainant states that William Corri- 
gan died July 15, 1879, leaving four nieces and 
two nepbews his only heirs-at-law. He also left 
a will, which was filed for probate, by which he 
devised the bulk of bis estate to the Catholic 
Bishop of Chicago, in trust, to apply the same 
and the proceeds thereof for the support, maln- 
tenance, and education of orphan chi- 
dren within tne Diocese of at 
the discretion of the ‘Bishop and his 
successors in office. The Acting Bishop 
of Chicago, John McMullen, was also appointed 
executor to his estate, and letters testamentary 
were subsequently issued to him. Corrigan’s 
proverty consists of No. 21 Michigan avenue, 
with the building known es the Girard House; 
also. forty feet front on Wabash avenue, near 
Harrison street, unimproved, and fifty feet front 
on the northwest corner of State and Eighteenth 
streets, worth in all from $40,000 to $60,000 
clear. It is further charved that Corrigan, at 
the time the will was made and during the rest 
of his life thereafter, was weak and exceedingly 
frail both in body and mind: that he was an un- 
ed ueated drayman, simple in bis habits, unac- 
quaiuted with the world, and, after be me 
too weak towork he became morbidly concerned 
regarding his future state, and, bemg reputed 
to de a men of wealth bv reason of his economy. 
he was freauently visited by spiritual advisers 
of bis creed, who bad great influence over bim. 
Those spiritual advisers thought that the prayers 
pi orphan children would be of special! benefit for 
the salvation of Corrigan’s soul, and “‘especialiy 
the rescaing of the soul from from the pains 
and pangs of purgatory,”’ and they so wrought 
on him as to induce him to disinhberit bis rela- 
tives in favor of the orphans. By these repre- 
sentations and this advice. complaiaant alleges 
Corrigan was so improperly influenced that his 
free will was destroved, and his fears were so 
worked on, and his mind was eo controlled. that au 
undue advantage was taken of him, so that the 
will can not be said to be the result of his own 
act, and is therefore void. But, even if the 
wil! is good, complainant thinks the devise to 
the Bishop is void for uncertainty, and she asks 
that the will be set aside, and the d ent’s 
estate be distributed among his heirs-at-law. 

+ A FRARFUL PALL. 

Frank Piercy, 48 years of age, an employe of 
the Crane Bros. Manufacturing Company, while 
engaged yesterday afternoon at 1:30 o’clock iu 
casing fn the elevator shaft of the new WIll- 
jams Building at the corner of Monroe street 
and Fifth avenue, accidentally fell from 
the: fourth floor to the basement, and, 
striking upon the crown of bis 0 
was instantly killed. The deceased himself 
placed two wooden borses upon two sides of 
the passage-way on the fourth floor, and, 
placing upon these a ladder which was barely 
long enough to reach from one borse to the 
other, he surmounted the whole witha wide 
pirenk. He worked at one end of this platform 
for a short time, and then walked to the other 
end, which, being too short to reach the horse, 
slipped off, and sent Mr. Piercy tumbling 
headlong into the shaft. He struck upon 
the flooring of the story below, 
and then tumbled off into the basement. An- 
other workman, Frank Van Osdel by name, who 
was upon a similar platform projected trom the 
second floor, was struck by Piercy in his fall, 
and Van Osde) was also precipitated to the Dase- 
ment below. But in some way de fell uvon his 
ore uvfortuna‘e comrade, and was onlv slight- 
ly injured. He was ca for in the vicinity, 
and then went to his home, No. 744 Van Buren 
street, unaided. , 

The unfortunate Piercy was picked up dead, 
and was carried tirst toa drug-store at the cor- 
ner of Madison street and Fifth avenue anda 
thence to Undertaker Wright’s shop, at No. 73 
Fifth avenue, There it was found that the 
crown of the bead had been completely staved 
in and the neck broken. A son of the deceased 
who works im the city was sent for at once, and, 
after giving directions as to what he wanted 
done with the body, he started for home at 
Maplewood to acquaiut his mother and à large 
family with the sad mishap. 

Later in the afternoon the Coroner tmoaneled 
a jury, which edjourned, after viewing the body 
amd ascertaining the names and addresses of 
witnesses, until Monday forenoon.

CAPT. JAMES EB. WHITE, 
Suverintendent of the Sixth Division of the 
Railway Mail-Service, located in this city, has 
prepared for publication a statement of the 
reasons for the request of the General Superin- 
tendent of the Railway Mail-Service for an ad- 
ditional appropriation of $40,000 for the present 

year. This request was presented to Con- 
gress at the present session, and is now on the 
docket. Capt. White’s statement is too ex- 
tended for publication edtire. It appears that 
the aopropriation has been much too small by 
$40,000 to carry the service over the year at its 
present stage of efficiency. Capt. White er- 
piaias this by saying that owing to the arrival 
or better times the mails have deen 
proportionally increased in weight, and 
new facilities everywhere demanded. In 
addition to this, miles of new railroads 
have been constructed and new lines of service 
necessitated. Incase the deficiency appropria- 
tion is not allowed, it will be necessary to cut 
down the force to such an extent as to impair 
ite usefulness, and to reduce the number and 
cut down the pay of the already overworkea 
employes. The Captain’s statement is ex- 
tensive, and will probably be used in Congress 
by the s of the measure. 

THE HARTMAN CASE. 


The case against Constable George H. Hart- 
man will be called before Commissioner Hovne 
to-morrow at 10 a. m. man is charged 
with obstructing the execution of 
the United States laws respecting 
the arrest of Hazzard, the Indianapolis 
financier. If the case were a genuine one it 
would call up several delicate points on the 
questions of State- rights and National sovereign- 
ty. There are, however, several circumstances 
which show that the case is purely personal and 
grows out of 7 and petty spite. Hart- 
man arrested Hazzard on a State warrant sworn 
out before Justice Prindiville by one Howard 
Dec. 2.

The Bench warrant from Isdianapolis 
did not reach this city until Dec. 3, and Stillwell 
did not attempt to serve the warrant until two 
days after, when he got his labor for his pains 
and prisoner slipped through dis 
fingers into Hartman’s hands. Stillwell 
swore out awarrant before Hoyne, charging 
Hartman with obstructing the opera of the 
Federal laws.

These later returos show that the section be- 
tween Wells and Larrabee, and North avenue 
and Divisi one which requires the 
special Health officers. The 
figures are not so very alarming in 
themselves, but it must be borne in mind that 
for every case that is reported, two are never 
mentioned to the Health Department.

MACRONOCHIE. 

THE ADVANCED RITUALIST WHO DEFIES CIVIL 
AND BCCLESIASTICAL LAW. 
Correspondence Cineinnau Gazette. 

London, Nov. 25.—lf a farce were ever er- 
hibited, or, rather, a series of farces, the usual 
outcome of ecclesiastical triala beiore the civil 
courts of England would seem to furnish some 
of the most striking. One of these cases, which, 
“like a wounded snake, drags its slow length 
along,’’ has just come twa point which decidedly 
exhibits the comical, It is the Church of Eu- 
giand alone which is troubled by the decisions 
and counter-decisions, the rulings and overrul- 
ings, the sentences and non- execution of sen- 
teneps of the civil courts of her Majesty, from 
the Court of Arches through the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, and on up to the House of 
Lords, sitting in a jadicial capacity. Dissenters 
are happily free from such annoyances, though, 
per contra, they may be given over to uncov- 
enanted mereies.“ To be dragged before a civil 
court is the especial privilege of the regular 
churebman. That is one of the incidental pen- 
alties he pays for being permitted to draw 
bis elerical stipend out of the National Treas- 


ury. 
The Rev. Alexander Heriot Mackonochie, Vicar 
of St. Alban’s Church, is the offender with 
whom the courts are now dealing. He had a 
penchant for candles, the eastward post- 
tion,” “making cenuflexions at the altar, de- 
scribing the sign of the cross in the admiristra- 
tion of the bread to the commupicants,”’ and 
suadry other ritualistic practices of church 
service not warranted by the law, but in viola- 

tion thereof.“ N 
These form the gravamen of the charges upon 
which be was arraigned before Lord Pen- 
zauce, who presides over the Court of Arches.

But Mr. Mackonochie, while claiming to be a 
good churchman, does not convince the court 
that he is an obedient subject. He disregards 
the authority of ber Majesty's civil court, and 
goes on with making genuflexions’’ just as 
thuugh nothing bad happened; and the strong 
poiet in his opinion and that of his ad- 
visers is that nothing bas happened, for, denv- 
ing the right of the civil court to totesfere with 
his ly office, he regards the whole pro- 
as nil.

MICHAEL SERVETUS. 
THE MAN WHO ANTICIPATED HARVEY'S GREAT 

DISCOVERY, AND WAS BURNED BY CALVIN. 

AU the Year Round. 

Michae! Servetus, the Spaniard whom Calvin 
burned in Geneva, discovered the creulation of 
the blood, or rather half of it; for in this 
the process of discovery was very grad 
Moreover, he recoras his discovery in the very 
book, Restitutio Christianismi.” the publica- 
tion of which was the immediate cau@ of fis 
being put to death. 

William Wotton, “that prodigy of learning,” 
says, The first I could ever find who had a dis- 
tinct idea of this matter was Michael Servetus, 
who was burnt for Arianism at Geneva 140 years 
ago. Well had it been for the Church of Christ 
if he had wkolly confined himself to bis own 
profession! He clearly asserts that the blood 
basses through the lungs from the left to the 
right ventricle, and not through the partition 
which divides the two ventricles, as was then 
believed. How he introduces it, I now not, 
having never seen Hie book myself. Mr. Ubaries 
Bervard, a very learued apd eminent surgeon of 
London, who did me the favor to communicate 
this passage to me, could inform me no further, 
only that be bad bad it froma learned friend 
of his, who had himself copied it from Serve- 
tus. 

How a prodigy of learning, who at 4 years old 
read Hebrew, Greek, and Latin, and who in his 
‘Observations on the Tale of 6 Tub” mess- 
ured swords with Swift, could be satisfied 
with hearsay, it is hard to tell. But so it is; 

fact bas been repeated in every Eu- 
glish biographical dictionary since Wot- 
too’s day. Servetus deserves something 
more than this. Had he not been cut off ſu his 
prime, be might very probably have either com- 
leted the grand discovery or have guided the 
aduan anatomists, Vesalius, Colombo, and 
Cesaipinus, who each came a little nearer tne 
full truth thao his ecessor, 
courage or good luck to * finish the circuit,” as 
2 English pupil of Fabricius of Acquapeadente 


Servetus’ is a gd story. When quite young 
a student at Touiouse, this enthusiastic Navar- 
rese got hold of the religious doubts which 
were in the air. Soumerners, Spauiarde, 
and Italians, io the lands where the new faith 
was soon to be stamoed out, were going in 
geverally, like Bruno, for nothing more than 
heterodox doctrines; amovg Dutch and Rhine- 
‘landers the new views tended to Sotialism, some- 
times of aterridly practical form. Serve 
bred up iu the South, traveled forthward, 
purposed going the rouod of all the German 
universities. At Basel he published a tract, 
‘*De Trinitatis Frroribus.“ was 
very youthful, and in a subsequent work 
on the same subject he candidly con- 
fessed that, though dot wrong, he 
bad been 1 and written crudely. The 
Reformers fell on bim like a pack of wolves. 
Melanchthon was specially indignant, called him 
crafty, confused, and (worst epithet of all for a 
scholar and a theologian) homo levis, a man 
wanting ballast as we say. Servetus was aston- 
ished 
protesting against what they held to be Popish 
errors should den bim the like freedom ia 
arguing against what he deemed errors about 
the Trinity. But. though the Germans gave 
bim a very cold shoulder, his works were 
eagerly ig Italy; so much so that Melanch- 
thon wrote to the Sena@® at Venice’berging 
them to beware of suck horrible and soul-de- 
stroying heresies. ‘ :

ANCIENT AMERICA. 

The January number of the North American 
Review contains an article by Lesseps on the 
subject of the interoceanic skip-canal across the 
Isthmus of Darien. In the course of the article 
be makes this digression: 

As for myself, I devote myself all the more 
willingly to this enterprise of an American 
cana), brother and compiement of that of Suez, 
because of a sympathetic drawing which I feel 
toward Ame the eldest daughter, perhaps, 
of ancient Egvpt; for the continent which we 
call me New World“ was visited, according to 
the Opinion of certain learned men, by fleets of 
Solomon and of Hiram, at that period of history 
when we were clothed iu the skins of beasts and 
our ancestors lived iu the age of stone. Chris- 
topber Columbus, who discovered America for 
us, and the Spaniards who succeeded him, dis- 
covered traces of an ancient civilization. Every- 
thing reminds us of that extinct civilization 
with which the early navigators were, doubtiess, 
acquainted,—the monuments of Yucatan, astote 
covered with Tyriau inscriptions lately found in 
the Upper Amazon, aad which the learned Em- 
peror of Brazil, our illustrious eolleague of the 
Institute, has caused to be deposited in the 
museum at Rio Janeiro. In this manner has the 
narrative of the Bible been verified which recounts 
that the fleets of Solomon and of. Hiram set 
sail from the rbor of Joppa (Jaffa), and, after 
three years, returoed laden with the merchan- 
dise of Opbir, of Parvaim, and of Tarshish. 
Some historians have maintained that the Egy pt- 
jaue and Tyriaos weut in search of gold along 
the eastern coasts of Africa, below the entrance 
to the Red sea, where the Tyrians also had 
fleets which Solomon hed caused to be built. 
But the Bible is quite explicit on this point. 
It zives the departure and the duration of these 
voyaves—three years. It declares that, on sail- 
ing trom Joppa, they went to Ophir and Par- 
vaim, and, following the coast of Africd visited 
the Cane de Verd Islands and the Islands of 
Madeira, which tbe ancients called the Forta- 
nate Islands. The Carthaginians were ecquaint- 
ed with them; the Tyriaus knew them in this 
copoection, that they prevented other nations 
from. passing through the Pillars of Hercules, in 
order not to be deprived of their commerce with 
otber parts of the world. All this seems to me 
highly interesting. | should be giad if this ques- 
tion might be investigated, as it has not oO 
hitherto; the Spanish, conquerors hed not the 
time, and acience, moreover, had not reached 
the point at which it has vow arrived. I have 
always wondered that ho investigation has been 
made respecting that passage of Plato in which, 
in the dialogs of Timeus, be describes bis voy- 
age to Egypt. This Timeus, the interlocator of 
the dialug, presents bimself before a high 
priest of the temple of Sais, a great city of Low- 
er Keypt, and demands of him what he thinks 
of his nation, Greece. N 

„ou are children, vod Greeks,” he replied ; 
“you have forgotten the history of your fathers, 
who taught us to handle the bow and the arrow, 
and to defend ourselves from the Atiantides, 
who came upon the great shores of the sea. 
Atlantis was composed of two great islands, and 
between these two great islands and the Pillars 
of Hercules there were smaller islands. There 


is nothing more striking. I dave nowhere ob- 


served that this passage of Plato has heen made 
the su of later studies. ' 

The ptians, and especially the Tyrians, 
and the fieets of Solomon, after having rounded 
the coasts of Africa, could easily have reached 
tne coasts of Brazil over a tranquilsea. In 
searching for the mouth of a river they no doubt 
discovered the Amazon and ascended the course 
of it. What is remarkable is, that Parvaim is, 
in the language of the country, the plural of 
Para, which is one of the two higher affluents of 
tap Lidice. There is reason to believe that in 
the Spanish archives evidence would be found to 
demonstraté that whet the Spaniards arrived in 
this country they discovered the decadence of a 
very ancient civilization. 

vilization lives again on the American con- 
tinent ia our day; at its head marches the intel- 
ligent people of the United States. The nations 
of Central America and of South America are 
struggling to elevate themsely and to follow 
in the Jootstevs of the great Republic of the 
North; and the canal cannot fail to assist the 
development of these american countries.

“ CYMBELINE.”’ 

With “* Cymbeline ” Miss Neilson closed her 
Ohicago engagement last night at McVicker’s. 
She has been bere two weeks, her business has 
been large, and during that time she bas ap- 
peared as Juliet, Vio’a, Rosalind, and as Imogen. 
In a criticism on *“*‘ Cymbeline ® the other day 
we pointed out what we considered the draw- 
backs which bave ever kept popular favor from 
this play, and méntioned a few of the actresses 
who have succeeded in winning a certain amount 
of fame in the assumption of the heroine. We 
believe the play has only been seen twice in 
New York,—once in 1848, and again in 1874 or 
1876 with Miss Neilson as Jmogen. In London, 
since Shakspeare’s day. Cymbeline bas 
ouly been revived twenty-four times, and in 
those revivals the Jmogens were: Mrs. Bul- 
lock, 1720; Mre. Templar, 1738; Miss Jeunie 
Cibber, 1744; Mrs. Pritchard, 1746; “Mrs. Vin- 
cent, 1759; Miss Bride, 1761; Mrs. Yates, 1767; 
Mrs. Barry. 1770; Mrs. Bulkeley, 1782; Miss 
Younge, 1784; Mrs. Jordan, 1785; Mrs. Sarah 
Siddons, 1787; Mrs. Pope, 1800; Miss 
Smith, 1806; Mrs. H. Johnston, 1812; Miss 


Stephens, 1816; Mrs. W. West, 1823; Miss Foote, » 


1825; Mise Philips, 1829; Mise Helen Faucitt, 
1837, 1848, 1864; Miss Addison, 1847. The play 
was performed at Drury Lane mm 1682, but no 
cast is extant. Among the ectors who have fig- 
ured as Posthumus were Theo. Cibber, Garrick, 
Reddish, Henderson, Bannister Jr., Kef&bie, 
Holman, Kean, Young, Macready, AvMerson, 
and Phelps. Cymbeline “ has been played in 
this city four times during the week, and on 
each occasion the autience has been very 


large. We fancy, however, that its drawing | 


power lay more in the fact that it ip a literary 
and dramatic curiosity than in the play as a 
blay. For the stage it is entirely too long, too 
diffuse, but it very easily could be considerably 
reduced, and then it would become an interest- 
Ing addition to the repertoire of Miss Neilson. 
Already we have entered into the. merits of this 
great actress’ conception and rendition of Imo- 
gen, and extended remarkis not needed. We 
may merely say that so long as such crowds at- 
tend Shakspearean performances as have attend- 
ed McVicker’s during the past two weeks, 
there is little need to troubie ourselves regard- 
ing the, decline of the drama. a

FEARFUL BURDEN OF TAXATION 


is forever gone, are fortunate. A correspondent 
sends us the following: 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Coo. Dee. 20.—Hyde Park property-bold- 
ers who, during the bard times, were unable 
to pay the taxes and special assessments, dre 
just nt finding out when they come to sell, 
that they have had their property nearly all 
confiscated, and in ecarcely a single iostance 
have they been left with a decent margin to go 
on with. We doubt whether there is another 
locality outside of New York and Elizabeth- 
town, in New Jersey, where the property- 
hulders have suffered more and _ suf- 
fered worse than in iiyde Park. Most of the 
property in the outlying portions of 
the town has been and is entirely unproductive; 
but yet it bas been taxed most outrageously, 
and out of all proportion to bpnefits, and far 
beyond what its owners could pay. In 1871-72 
the South Park Commissioners levied a special 
assessment of $1,800,000 upon the property in 
that town in order to purchase lands for parks 
Sor the City of UVhicago, and lands were assessed 
thousands of dollars which were no more bene- 
fited by the location of the parks thanif they 
were situated in Missouri. These park-taxes, or, 
more vroperly speaking, special assessments, 
which were levied to purchase the lands for 
parks have been drawing interest at 7 per cent, 
and where the property-bulders were unable to 
pay have been purchased by the South Park 
Commissioners, and then charged with in- 
terest at the rate of 1 per cent a month. In ad- 
dition to this the South Park Commissioners 
have been levying taxes on the same property, 
from year to year, for the maintenance 
of the parks; aod then during 
all this time the same property has been taxed 
for State, county, scboul, town, and village pur- 
poses, until the egate amount of the bur- 
deus bas almost eqtfaled the value of the lands 
themselves. The present crop of land-buyers 
demand that all of these taxes and assessments 
shall be removed before they will close their 
trades, and while Hyde Park and the South Park 
authorities are being benefited by the paying up 


owners suffer and bleed at every pore. The 
purchasers, of course, take the land clear, 
and assume control witbout a pang. The 
last General Assembly, instead of doing 
anything towards relieving seal estate 
of the enormous taxes lieved upon 
it, did all it could to confiscate it by passing the 
most tyrannical Jaws ever yet devised, while 
personal property was left to go scot free.

Pubtic opinion refused to look the truth in 
the face.

The first 
catastrophe which broke upon us after emanci- 
pation was the potato-famine. Before English 
rule had established itself in the shape of the 
— — the numbers of the Celtic race were 

ep down by internal wars and feuds, and want 


of food. The Irish annals are a monotonous 


record of fights among the O’s and the Mac’s; 
of farmsteads burned, and cattle carried off as 
spoil. Under such conditions, settled industry 
was impossible. Corn could not be grown. The 
people lived like wild animals, upon meat and 
grass; and in Speuser's time the Celtic pdpula- 
tion oy amounted to balf a million. Eu- 
giish rule at least enforced a kiod of peace. The 
chiefs could no longer ypenly make war on one 
another. 
THE POTATO LENT ITs FATAL HELP,— 

the potato and heediess landlords, who attended 
to oqshing. so long as their rents were paid. 
Thus in 1 the half million bad grown to 
nine millions, seven of which were absolutely 
dependent on a single miserable root. The 
root failed: the whole island was smitten: hun- 
dreds of thousands were starved to death. 
Millions fled across the Atiantic to found a new 
Irish nation ia hospitable America. In a state 
of misery, humgn beings are generally unrea- 
sonable; and the Irish were never distinguished 
for drawing accurate conclusions. All that they 
were suffering was laid at Engiand’s door; and, 
indeed, in a sense, with justice,—for except for 
us they would never have been alive to suffer. 
And, if we had been more faithful in our stew- 
ardsbip, Ireland would have been as wealthy 
and prosperous as the sister island, and not a+ 
the mercy of a potato-blighbt. We did what we 
could: we su money; we laid a poor 
law on the land. But it was to no purpose. 
The emicraunts went away with rage in their 
hearts, and a longing hope of revenge hereatte 
with America’s help. Those who staid agai 
talked rebellion, shot landlords, and gatnered 
pikes and rifles. The United @relanders of 1798 
revived in Fenian lodges; and from the time of 
the famine dates a spirit of 

SETTLED, SULLEN HOSTILITY TO ENGLAND, 
and everything English, more profourd and 
more organized than any which haa 
been known for the century. 
who know Ireland well have seen 
the change in the tem ment of the veople. 
The light-heartedness, wit, the humor, bave 
disappeared. In the few instances where the 
Protestant landiords had resided on their es- 
tates, and had taken an interest in their tenanta, 
difference of religion had not prevented a kindly 
feeling growing up toward them. The Celtic 
peasant is instinctively loyal to the ehief who is 
visibly set over him; and, in default of a chief 
of bis own blood, he had, within limite, looked 
up to the straoger who was in 7 place. All 
this is gone now. The one desire is to shake 
the landlord from off the soil, and break if pos- 
sible the English connection. They hated it 
from the first; we have done noting to make 
them cease to hate it, and we-have done too 
much to justify their detestation. We acknowl- 
edge our s but we do not amend them. Our 
only remedy is to pour oil into the fire, to break 
the cords with which’ we had tied 
them down, while we remain 
mined as ever to refuse them the 
one concession for which liberty is vaiuable to 
them. The Catholic Courch has sanctified the 
Irish cause. It has made patriotism respectable, 
It bas given the peagantry the sympathy of 
Catholic Europe. Without their religion they 
would hftve yielded long ago. In the dream 
that we can detach the Catholic Church from 
the popular cause, 

WE WEAKEN THE PROTESTANT GARRISON 
which our fathers established at so desperate a 
cost. We disestablish our darling Anglo-Irish 
Church. We paralyze the power of the land- 
lords. We surrender our control over educa- 
tion. We leave the Bisbops and clergy to train 
the children in principles and in an inferpreta- 
tion of history which are certain to intensify 
their dislike of us. It is true that the Estab- 
lished Church had been a mistake and a mis- 
fortupe from the first. It is true that we had 
made it worse than it need have been by ap- 
app scandalous persons to the Irish sees.

Bristol, to earn our wages to share our 
—. In forty, Engitsh constituencies the 
Home-Rule League boasts that the Irish vote 
will guvern the return. When parties are nearly 
balanced again in the House of Commons, the 
Irish members wili decide whether Liberal or 
Tory is to hold the reins; and it is whispered 
that the virtue of neither varty will stand the 
trial. Itjson the cards that may make 
al government im ible, or, if we 
wish to save ft, may force us to let Ireland go. 

Nor can it be said that in Ireland itself we are 
doing anything to entitle us to keep a hold 
upon it. No Govérnment bas a right to 
exist which will not at least try to provect life 
and to Keep order. Crimes enough have been 
committed in Ireland ever since we have been 
connected with it, but we have at least en- 
deavored to puniéh them. Two instances have 
happened within the last few years from which 
it would seem thae had abandoned even these 
rudimentary elements of our business there. 

(Mr. Froude here relates the shootiug of a de- 
tective policeman named Talbot, who was dis- 
covered, some years ago, to have gained admis- 
sion to Fevian lodges, and had informed tne 
Government as to what he bad and heard:

Old acts of injustice have been re- 
paired. The people are protected from oppres- 
sion by the Land act. Their religion is honored 
and respected. They have all the liberties 
which are the pride and giory of Kugland. It 
aopears that they have a good deal more liber- 
ty. The Land act, good as it may be, does not 
give them the full protection whieh they de- 
sire, and they are allowed to 


SUPPEMENT IT BY LAWS OF THEIR OWN. 


Liberty to commit murder with impunity is 
not a form of political freedom which we con- 
template with satisfaction. 

It may be said that this Donegal atrocity is 
exceptional. Fifty years ago laudiord shooting 
was a common form of political sporting. Now 
it is only bere and there thata rare example is 
needed. 157 years ago the Catholie clergy 
were all enlisted among our enemies. Now it is 
their foterest to be loyal. The sectional ani- 
mosity which divided Ireland ſuto two hostile 
armies has disappeared with Protestant ascend- 
ency, and the Catholic Church lends its pow- 
erful influence to put an end to crime. Ina 
certain sense this is trae. The Catholic Church 
will use ite influence on the side of order as 
long as Ireland is administered in the way which 
itapproves. But it will not prevewt or punigh 
assasivations like those of Talbot or Lord Lei- 
trim; and landlord shooting has become excep- 
tional, only because the landlords know that 
they have no support to look for, and that, if 
they are to exist at all in Ireland, they must be 
content to exist on sufferance,—that is to say, 
the effort to assimilate Ireland to England 


HAS BEEN ABANDONED. 

The Protestant gentry are satisfied with receiy- 
ing their rente as long as the people will 
pay them. If they attempt to do the work for 
which they were intended, they will de shot, 
with the general approval of the country; and 
English statesmen will shrug their shoulders 
and regret that they should have been so wrong- 
headed as to misunderstand the signs of the 
times. The Protestant clergy simiiarly are 
made to feel that, if they exert: themselves to 
proselytize, their schools will be burned, and 
their converts will be rattened. They may keep 
their own flocks, but only on condition that they 
remain quiet, and do not add to them. 

It is easy to see whither all this is tending. 
Land-owners with nothing to do are an anomaly, 
a burden apon the soil, and will soon drop out 
of existence. Teachers of religion who may not 
teach are spiritual eunuchs, and will have no 
progeny. if the stream rans with comparative 
smoothness, it is because there is no resistance, 
and it flows on with gathering volume to its 
natural issues. Were England out of the way, 
and Ireland left to settle its own affairs, a free 
Parliament, meeting at Dublin,

and would make it, it not impossibie, at least 
very uncomfortable, for any other rejigion to 
exist by the side of it; the act of settlement 
would be undone, the rights of the landlord 
would be reduced to arent-charge, the rent- 
charge would become a life-annaity, and the 
life-anuulty would soon cease to be 
paid. Noone who knows ireland can doubt 
that this would be the form which affairs would 
take. The Catholic population is five times 
larger than the Protestant. The voting power 
would be in the ratio of the population, and the 
Catholics’ would vote as the priesta directed 
them. 


There is, indeed, an appeal beyond the ballot- 
box. lu the north of Ireland Presbyterians 
balance the Catholics in numbers, while they 
far exceed them in wealth and intelligence. 
The remnant of the Presbyterians who survived 
the persecution from the Established Church 
and the Tory aristocracy have taken root in the 
soil. They are a stern, hardy race, of the same 
creed and mettle as the Scots from whom they 
came; and they would not bear without a strag- 
gle to see Ireland again Celtic and Romanist. 
They would be strong enough of themselves to 
make head in the field, volunteers would not be 
wanting to stand by them if the Protestant flag 
was flying, and a brave minority may reverse 
by arms the verdict of the polling-booths. It 
remains still uncertain what Jreland’s destin 
would be if she were left to decide it for itself;

but such a trial of strength, by the irony of 


Fate, the connection with England forbids. 


NO REVOLUTION s POSSIBLE 

where England nominally rules. Acegrding to 
established constitutional principles the major- 
ity must prevail; and, if Ireland is to be gov- 
erned, as Mr. Gladstone says that it must be, 
by Irish ideas,—and Irish ideas are held to be 
those which are expressed by the majority of 
votes, —the entire strength of the empire is 

mitted to Catholic aud Celtic ascendency. 
Slowly, like a retreating tide, the Protestant 
element is receding,—one by one the cords are 
breaking. That nine-tenths of the soil shail be 
owned by Protestants, while the political power 
is in the hands of Catholics, cannot long con- 
tinue. It is against the nature of things. In 
the great war against the Euglish Reformation 
the Catholics have won the first campaign. 
They bave reconquered Ireland. 

Thus, on Doth sides of the Atlantic, the prin- 
ciples of constitutional government have per- 
mitted the growth ofa party, at once religious 
and national, which is the natural enemv of re- 
ligious and poiitical liberty; which demands 
toleration, yet will concede no toleration; which 
aspires to undo the work ot the Reformation, 
and turn back the tide of human thipgs. To an 
impartial looker-on upon the ebp Bnd flow of 
the organic forces, the spectacle is profoundly 
interesting. He sees with admiration con- 
stitutional statesmen and philosophers 80 
confident in their theories that they allow 
their open enemies the fullest advantage which 
they can derive from those theories. They 
rely on truth to bring its own justification. 
They permit every superstition, and every na- 
tional and political passion, free room to assert 
itself; and they have an entire assurance that 
all will go well so long as the voices of the 
majority prevail. He sees, on other hand, a 
spiritual belief which our fathers had believed 
to be dead rising like a thunderstorm against 
the wind, ;
